Annual  Public  Health  Report 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  District  show  a  birth 
rate  which  is  lower  than  the  average  for  the  last  five  years  and  also 
lower  than  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  There  has  also  been  a  slightly 
higher  nortality  rate  than  in  tho  preceding  yea.r  but  this  conpares 
favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  VJales, 

Despite  the  break  in  the  record  of  exceptional 
freedon  from  infectious  disease  caused  by  an  outbrealc  of  neasles,  the 
general  state  of  public  health  in  the  District  remains  satisfactoiy 
but  it  could  be  I'lproved  Immeasurably,  physically  and  mentally,  if 
grea,tor  progress  could  be  made  in  housing.  Although  the  Council  has 
done  as  much  as  is  possible  under  existing  le/gislativc  facilities  to 
provide  housing,  there  is  still  a  distressing  number  of  people  living  in 
substandard  accomodntion  who  should  be  rehoused,  I  cannot  help  feeling  that, 
in  these  days  of  greater  prosperity,  it  should  bo  impossible  for  any  families, 
particularly  those  with  young  children,  to  live  in  iiadoq^uato  hou^s. 

The  linlcing  up  of  the  Water  suoply  of  tho  District  with 
theWalsinghan  R.D.C.  supply  will  remove  the  menace  which  has  hung  over 
the  District  of  a  supply  which  was  becoming  precarious  wiii  -the  ronicily 
increasing  demands  made  by  tho  largo  influx  of  tourists  to  this  popular 
resort, 

I  wish  to  talcG  this  opportunity  of  exynessing  my 
gratitude  and  appreciation  for  the  interest  and  support  given  to  me  by 
the  iiombers  and  Staff  of  the  Council  and  also  for  the  invaluable 
assistance  given  to  me  b3r  the  Staff  of  the  Local  Health  Office  in  the

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The  only  noteworthy  differences  conpared  \,rith  the  preceding  year  are  the  slight 
rise  in  the  percentage  of  deaths  fron  cancer  -  17.1  %  as  against  l6  )o  and  fron 
coronary  disease  of  the  heart  -  25  %  as  compared  with  22.5  %•  Coronary  disease  as 
a  cause  of  death  appears  to  be  increasing  ever^n/here.  It  is  possible  that  better 
standards  of  living  and  richer  (fatty)  foods  in  the  diet  rxosj  be  responsible. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  12.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  conpared  with 
11.4  in  1958.'"* 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  was  10.7  per  1,000  conpared  with  9*5  in  the 
preceding  year  and  11.6  for  England  &  Wales. 
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ConLmanicable  Diseases  - 


!•  iioasles  “  Wells-next”the-Sea,  notoc’  for  nanj''  years  for  its  relative  freedoD 
from  all  communicable  diseases  even  though  epidemics  nay  rage  in  its  imuediate 
surroundings,  at  last  succuj'.ibed  to  an  outbrealc  of  mc-asles.  This  seems  to  have 
begun  with  a  few  cases  in  Binhan  \5  I'-iles  awa.y)  in  early  June,  and  soon  after, 
73  cases  were  notified  among  school  children  and  pre-school  chilciren  in  Wells. 
The  outbroaJc  continued  sporadically  throughout  July  and  August,  a  total  of  134 
cases  being  notified.  The  outbreal:  in  Wells  was  responsible  for  the  spread  of 
the  infection  to  other  Parishes  in  the  Area  and  to  quite  a  sharp  outbreak  in 
Docking.  It  is  noteworthy  that  this  is  the  first  epidemic  outbreak  of  heasles 
in  Wells  since  1954  despite  the  fact  that  several  have  occurred  in  neighboiiring 
Parishes,  children  of  which  attend  school  in  Wells.

special  sessions  held  by  General  iiedica,!  Practitioners.  A  total  of  69S 


injections  wore  carried

in  the  District  conferring  protection  with  three 


doses  on  adolescents,  children  and  expectant  mothers.  The  first  phase  of  the 
prograu‘.irio  was  completed  in  July  and  covered  approximately  TOfo  of  the  population 
at  risk  in  the  age  groups  authorised  for  irrmunisation.  A  further  offer  was  made 
to  thoSG  who  had  missed  the  first  opportunity  a:id  a  considerable  number  applied. 
Adolescents  wore  slow  in  coming  fon^;ard  until  the  death  from  poliomyelitis  of 
a  young  footballer  suddenly  increased  the  deicand  in  February.  It  nay  now  be 
safely  assumed  that  the  ::.ajorit3^  of  the  school  and  adolescent  population  ha.ve 
been  protected.

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It  will  be  notedthat  the  main  increase  has  been  due  to  the 
renewal  of  the  diphtheria  "booster”  programne  among  school  children  and  to 
the  intense  demand  for  tetanus  Immimisation  at  all  ages  which  has  been 
stimulated  by  the  occurence  of  a  few  clinical  .cases  in  this  and 
adjoining  Arep.  The  fall  in  the  number  of  "triple"  vaccinations 
carried  out  in  the  ’under  1  year’  group  was  due  to  the  temporary 
suspension  of  combined  vaccinations  during  the  polio  season.  This  fall 
was  amply  compensated  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  triple 
ir.iiuunisations  carried  out  ia  the  preschool  -grouo  in  the  last  quarter  of 
tho  year.

6 *  '  Smallpox  Vaccination. 


The  number  of  vaccinations  and  revaccinations  against 
smallpox  fell  during  the  yoar,  largely  due  to  the  upset  in  the  programne 
of  irnroni  sat  ions  caused  by  the  polio  vaccination  progra.me.  People  are 
slowly  becoming  aware  of  the  Lnportance  of  protection  against  smallpox 
and  of  the  greater  risks  caused  by  the  increased  rapidity  of  travel, but 
there  is  still  a  hard  core  of  prejudice  and  resistance  wliich  can  only  be  o 
overcome  by  persistant  and  diligent  health  education.

Housinf?-*-  The  x^reenaxi  Street  Clearance  Area  hcas  gone  tlirough  the 


various  procedures  complicated  in  many  cases  by  difficulties  connected  with 
ownership  rights  of  old  properties.  What  is  of  h:inodiatc  practical 
ir.iportance  is  that  11  bungalows  for  the  rehousing  of  people  from  the  Area 
were  completed  and  allocated. 


The  Council  has  done  a  very  grca.t  deal  in  providing 
habitations  in  the  District  of  which  tlioy  now  OT^m  no  loss  than  one  third.  They 
have  also  done  and  are  doing  a  great  deal  to  improve  properties.  But  there  is 
still  a  clironic  and  apparently  intractable  problem  which  Inposes  on  many 
families  the  need  to  live  in  substandard  accomodation  and  for  whom  no  oarlj' 
relief  seems  probable  under  present  circuiustances.  The  number  of 
applicants  on  the  housing  list  as  of  31st  December  1959,  was  62, 

I  cannot  help  fooling  the  Govomr.ient  policy  in  the 
matter  cf  Housing  needs  reviewing  and  revising  in  order  to  malce  it  impossible 
for  any  .  miilies  to  live  in  the  squalid  habitations  they  are  condemned  to,  A 
bolder  and  more  generous  approach  is  needed  and  if  it  cannot  be  done  now 
when  Britain  is  at  a  pealc  of  an  unpar ailed  period  of  prosperity,  it  never  will  be. 


Other  matter s- 

lir  Rodv;ell  in  his  final  report (Partll) 
before  his  retirement  has  dealt  with  other  matters  connected  Xirith 
environreental  h;;'gions  and  public  sorvioes.  The  most  i.ipcrtant  of  these  is  the 
succesful  outcome  of  the  negotiations  to  linJe  up  the  we  ter  supply  with  the 
Walsinghaia  R  .D  .C .  service  which  will  ensure  adequate  supely  in  future  to  meet 
the  growing  demands  of  the  District,  especia.lly  during  the  surmner  months. 

Reference  is  also  ma.de  to  the  action  which  is 
being  taken  to  implement  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughter  House 
Regulations,  a  special  report  on  v/hicli  will  be  due  during  the  current  year. 

Another  Important  feature  is  the 
development  of  the-  fishing  industry  in  l-lells.

SlujTi  Clearance  -  The  final  preparation'  of^the  Freeman  Street 
Clearance  Area  No.  I4,  which  was  later  confirmed  as  a  Compulsory

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  disinfestation  at 
a  block  of  flats  Northfield  Waye,  which  had  become  infested  with  Yellow 
Meal  Vform  (Tenebrio  Molitor) . 

The  cause  of  the  infestation  was  the  soundproofing  which  had  been 
carried  out  wilh  barley  flights  and  it  was  necessary,  to  remove  flooring, 
clear  away  the  flights  and  treat  the  surfaces  exposed  with  Lindane 
preparation. 

3,  There  are  2  Caravan  and  Camping  Sites  in  the  Urban

(i)  The  privately  controlled  site  at  Orchard  Farm,  Burnt  Street. 

(ii)  The  Beach  Road  site  controlled  by  the  Council. 

This  site  is  increasing  in  popularity  every  year  and  in  August 
was  occupied  by  300  caravans  and  approximately  1,000  campers  under 
canvas.  The  Council  constructed  a  further  block  of  permanent 
lavatories  and  it  was  necessary  to  hire  additional  temporary  lavatories 
for  use  by  campers  during  the  peak  holiday  period. 
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4*  Water  Supply  -• 

In  view  of  the  increased  demand  it  was  necessary  to  restrict  the 
use  of  Garden  hoses  etc.,  during  the  months  of  Jul3^,  August  and 
September  and  though  there  was  some  falling  4ff  4f  the  underground 
supplies  and  the  interworks,  owing  to  the  exceptionally  dry  summer, 
there  was  no  shortage  of  water  for  normal  domestic  use.

9.  Podent  Control  - 

Rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  the  sewage  works  attendant. 

Owing  to  the  scraps  of  food  left  about  by  campers  and  visitors,  it 
was  necessary  to  carry  out  comprehensive  schemes  to  the  Beach  and  Camping 
site. 


Block  schemes  were  carried  out  on  the  allotments,  dump  area  and 
in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

Tests  were  carried  out  on  the  new  sewers  and  these  vrere  found  free 
from  any  infestation. 

Poisoning  at  the  malthouses  and  granaries  is  carried  out  by  private 
contractors. 

10.  Refuse  Collection  - 

Da^'"  refuse  and  nightsoil  collection  is  carried  out  by  a  Ford  Thames 
Vehicle  with  refuse  collection  body  and  a  team  of  three  men. 

During  the  pealo  holiday  season,  a  daily  collection  was  carried  out 
to  the  Holiday  Camp  site,  the  collection  staff  being  augmented  by  a 
contractor. 

The  refuse  dump  at  Warham  Road  is  well  clear  of  the  built-up  area 
of  the  town  and  is  on  the  site  of  former  challc  workings.  The  site  should 
suffice  the  town  for  a  further  20  years. 

The  cost  of  the  scavenging  services  during  the  year  ended  31st  March 
i960  was  £3.  ,756.
